Cards  were  made  for  each  child  enrolled  in  day  schools  — * 
public »  private,  parochial  —  up  to  sod  including  those  21  years  of 
age»  hut  ezclusive  of  those  attending  coUages*  showing  nana*  age* 
sax*  grade,  school  and  resid«ice»  coded  for  canaos  tract.  Talpol*^ 
tiona  of  these  fire  factors  —  age,  sex,  grade,  school  and  raaidanea 
~  were  made.    The  Research  Bureau  of  the  Welfare  Council  has  coe>- 
bined  the  data  into  figures  for  health  areas  and  heulrth  center  dis- 
tricts, the  standard  areas  in  use  hgr  the  Health  Oqpartamit  and  aaagr 
other  social  and  health  agencies. 

A  description  of  the  development  of  health  area  statistics 
will  be  found  in  the  introductiozis  to  the  several  gaidaSv  Eooaa 
YTumbers  in  Health  Areas,  one  for  each  boroughs  published  by  the 
Welfare  Council.    Health  areas  coahina  ceoaoa  tracts  in  such  wagr

The  original  project  terminated  before  It  was  posslhle  to  nake  sini- 
lar  tables  for  the  other  boroughs  so  that  the  figures  on  a^e  groups 
presented  in  the  present  tables  for  Bronx.  Brooklyn.  (Queens  and 
Richmond  constitute  all  the  Infonaation  that  is  available  for  these 
boroughs  in  addition  to  the  original  publication  on  school  children 
7  to  13  years  old  in  1935,  1930.  1920  and  1910. 

As  was  stated  in  the  first  pajnphlet,  the  original  Inter- 
est of  the  Research  Bureau  in  these  figures  was  their  possible  use 
in  estimating  more  accurately  the  population  in  health  areas  for 
intercensal  years.    TOx«i  it  was  discovered  that  this  was  not  fear- 
sible.  even  for  the  compulsory  school  age  group  7  to  13.  It  was 
still  considered  that  these  data  have  the  virt^ie  of  f^ornishing  a 
reasonably  accurate  figure  on  the  size  of  one  portion  of  the  popu- 
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lafcion,  and  If  taken  year  Iqr  y«  -"^  classified  by  health  area  of 
residence  and  by  age.  may  yleU  data  of  considerable  assistance  in

adi^ting  public  health  programs  for  specific  age  groups,  aakiag  • 
shifts  m  school  accommodations  and  for  public  planning  purposes.
